NICKEL  INDIAN  - SPECIAL  GUEST  IN  WAUPUN 

Chief  John  Big  Tree  of  the  Iroquois 
Indians  helped  Waupun  celebrate  its 
125th  Anniversary  the  first  four  days 
of  this  month. 

As  coin  collectors,  we  were  interested 
to  learn  that  Chief  Big  Tree's  fore- 
head, eyes  and  nose  are  on  the  Indian- 
head  nickle,  while  the  rest  of  the  face 
on  the  coin  is  a composite  of  a Sioux 
chief  and  a Cheyenne  chief.  His  com- 
plete facial  features  are  used  as  the 
trademark  for  the  Pontiac  car. 

The  Chief  spent  six  months  in  the  winter 
of  1912-13  posing  for  the  world-famous 
End  of  the  Trail  statue  and  the  nickle. 
Waupun  industrialist,  Clarence  Shaller, 
saw  "The  End  of  the  Trail"  at  the  Pan- 
ama-Pacific exposition  and  being  so  im- 
pressed, had  it  cast  in  bronze  and  pre- 
sented to  the  city  of  Waupun.  The 
silhouette  was  taken  by  the  city  as  its 
official  trademark. 

Chief  Big  Tree  and  his  wife  are  resid- 
ing on  the  Onondaga  Reservation  near 
Syracuse,  New  York.  The  Chief  is  98 
years  old  and  is  both  a movie  and  TV 
star.  While  in  Waupun  the  Chief  was 
guest  of  the  National  Bank. 
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During  the  4“day  celebration  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Waupun  Coin  Club  exhibited 
coins,  currency,  and  primative  money  at 
the  National  Bank.

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DON*T  mKE  MY  WOODEN  NICKELS... 


The  Treasury  Department  quickly  ended 
Monroe's  attempt  to  solve  the  shortage 
of  nickels  problem.  In  cooperation 
with  local  merchants,  the  1st  National 
Bank  of  Monroe  placed  19,550  wooden- 
nickels  into  circulation. 

From  the  20,000  originally  issued,  a 
Secret  Service  agent  confiscated  the 
remaining  450  "nickels"  from  the  bank, 
and  ordered  the  impoundment  of  the  re- 
maining 19,500  when,  and  if,  they  are 
returned  to  the  bank  for  redemption. 

The  project  was  originally  intended  as 
a local  promotion,  but  the  word  was 
spread  and  requests  began  to  arrive  by 
the  sackful  from  as  far  away  as  West 
Berlin. 

MINT  SHUTS  DOWN 


Did  you  know  — the  mint  usually  shuts 
down  for  a 4-week  period  during  June 
for  a full  "inventory"  of  bullion,  etc. 
and  maintenance  of  machinery.  This 
year,  because  of  the  critical  coin 
shortage,  the  mint  closed  down  only  7 
days,  June  22  to  June  30.  This  serious- 
ly retards  the  maintenance  program.
